Bui from the advantagei pj thia poai> 
lion we are in danger of being driven — 
the force of this appeal j* in danger of 
being destroyed— all the hopea nf aucceia 
in which the culonuta had vent 11 red to 
indulge are in danger of being utterly 
blaated— by the, madoew of thia 
Port Phillip Khiim ! The minion re- 
aolved upon is a minion o> anarchy, 
•trifc, and ditialer. It will damage the 
mine, the common caute of New South 
Walei. It will lower our character as *n 
industrious and united community. It 
will exhibit ui ai 1 set of discontented, 
quarrelsome wrangler*, whose interest* 
are aplit into anlagouitt fraciiugi, and 
who, instead of being animated by the 
generous love of country, and associated 
for its general advance meal, are striving 
w.Ih all their might and main to over- 
reach and cheat each other. It will, 
moreover, <("; ,/> our in far net in England 
The fn*mi! of the colony, whose number 
ha* of late been greatly augmented, and 
whose exerUoua in our behalf hate as- 
sumed a fuim of tyiteinitic t»mbiiiation 
that hat evidently told in both fau dfea or 
Parliament, will be grieved, ditcpuiaged, 
and perplexed by these painful symp- 
toms of distention amongit otareelvei. 
Some of them will probahly give 
ua up in disgust , whilst thuie 
who remain failhful will necessarily 
pair off to opposite tides upon this fuuNa}i 
questiun of" Separation. " Tb.ua will tba 
apple af diteord have been flung into r>m 
little camp. Whilst some of our frlenda 
will have the good mq** to exert all their 
influence for maintaining the integrity of 
th* colony, others will doubt Lett be ao far 
mi*l*4 ** to take up the hue and cry for dis- 
memberwnt. The energies that ought to 
have been brought to bear, with eoncen 
listed force, upon tbe grand qnrslioo of 
Immigration, will thai be watted in the 
unprofitable conlroaeraiea of the Port 
Phillip miction. Precioua time will be 
trilled away— golden opportunities irrt- 
trievahly lo«t < 

Then, again, look at the effect of these 
•quibbles upon th* Minister. They will 
diitraact his attention — weary hit patience 
— *our hi* temper — and induce him, front 
the difficulty of judging between the coin - 
bauitH, and the theer impotaibility of 
conceding to each of them, to reject both 
the one appeal and the othei. At any 
rate, oor childish quarrels will supply him 
witk an excellent pretext for turning his 
back apon tit, until we can learn w agree 
amongst 011 rue tret as to what our country 
really requires. 

We t her afore charge these Melbourne 
schismatics with being die enemies of the 
colony— of (he coluny at large, and even 
of ibeir own section of it. In their over- 
grasping iel fish nest .they have become trai- 
tors tu their adopted country. Pitr]"tism 
baa been lacrificed by 1 hem on the altar of 
co velum tie is For lha sake of an object 
which there is scarcely a rhanc* of Lheir 
obtaining, and which, if obtained, wuuld 
do them no mannet of good, they are 
taking a course which threaleot to atop all 
further soppliea of labour, to rsiae wage* 
loan enormous excess, to cripple all en- 
l«rprii«, to annihilate onr returning proa- 
parity, and to plunge the whole country 
into confusion and dutrett.
